attitude, and openly seek alliance with 
it.

it i'uinishc'h hah n tendency to deprave 
mankind, then certainly the uhuivli 
nliould oppose it unhesitatingly.

plays which use profanity for wit. I 
warn you against some of our so-called 
society plays, particularly those French 
productions which deal largely in the 
protraynl of unlawful affection, and make 
uch confusions of moral distinction 
that v ice is often times made to seem 
virtuous.
